CATS ON A BACK FENCE 

The Union of South Africa, yesterday, asked the Russians to 
close their consulate and withdraw their staff from the country by 
March 1 . The Russians are accused of establishing an'd maintaining 
contact with subversive elements in South Africa, particularly among 
; the native population. The Russians also stand accused of diffusing 
Communist propaganda directed at the native population, which is 
contrary to the laws of South Africa. As a final blow to South African 
sovereignty and pride, the Russian consular staff has apparently 
broken thé local liquor regulations, 

Most of us will tend to look upon this situation with a certain 
amount of satisfied amusement. There is something satisfying in 
watching two countries, of whom we don't quite approve, squabbling 
like two cats on a back fence. 



It is pretty safe to be amused by this particular diplomatic 
exchange, it is not as serious as most. South African's affairs in 
Moscow are looked after by the British Embasssy. After March 
Russia's business with South Africa will be administered through the 
Soviet embassador in London by the South African High Commis 
sioner in that city^So we can all go to bed assured that these two 
countries are really on speaking terms. 

It must, however, be most disappointing for the Russians to have 
to incite South African natives by long distance telephone, or through 
the Union's High Commissioner in London. It may give the South 
-African i natives a chance to play on their own field and win their 
own game. 

Nice Ivan will have to be content with the fact that London is 
a larger city than Cape Town, there perhaps be can find a better 
brand of bone and more flexible liquor laws. Perhaps he will make 
a nuisance of himself to the Union's High Commissioner. 



GET A WIGGLE ON 

There is a certain subtle feminine art that seems to be dying 
but at.McGill. This is the gentle art of wiggling. The wiggle is as 
old as history, rooted deep in tradition, venerated by Man, one of our 
; great human heritages. It is a discipline that requires a good posture, 
and a control of line that few women can "achieve unaided. The 
sinuous, lithe carriage of the Baiinese women is among the promi- 
nent features that make connoiseurs rate them as being among the 
worlds most attractive women. There are wiggles for every age, every 
build, from the stately, aloof Grecian manner to the Elderly Duchess 
type, which rather resembles the movement of a barge caught in an 
eddy.

There are some superb wigglers at McGill, but too many girls 
Ignore this fine art, or may even be unaware of its existence.

Let McGill women in future be hall-marked by the grace of their 
walk. More attention should be paid to the pursuit and practise of 
this art on the campus. Perhaps the Womens Union might sponsor 
•a course in posture. At least this way, some of the women students 
might finally get around to using their textbooks. 
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I have been following the after- 
math of Mr. D. Kingsbury's up- 
roars with considerable interest. 
My mind ha3 never quite been 
nblo to accept the incongruities 
presented in letter form by so 
many of the student body , who, 
claiming to be Christian, remain 
so harsh and judicial toward such 
unfortunate members of society as 
murderers, rape-artists, etc. 

It seems obvious that a man 
gets himself into trouble through 
attempts to alleviate or counter- 
act some imbalance which Society 
(often unconsciously) has impos- 
ed upon him. Of course, most of- 
us nre not in perfect equilibrium 
with the systems and conformities 
which ring us. round,, but many of 
us huvc been fortunate enough to 
find some other outlet for our 
aggressions. The Letters to the 
Editor column constitutes one of 
these channels. 

Much of the student body seems 
to feel that, because Mr. Kings- 
bury is ntheistically inclined, they 
must go the wholo hobble in dis- 
agreeing with him, rejecting all 
of his commpnts as being heretic- 
ally inspired. The replies to his 
rather extreme articles, especial- 
ly to the one on "Justico and 
Morality", have manifested such 
cruelty that I am surprised that 
the authors of these "Christian" 
epistles are not themselves be 
hind bars! They must have const- 
antly been under some powerful 
and beneficial influence, such as 
parental love or a good contact 
with intellectual forces. To such 
/people there is only one thing to 
say: Consider yourselves bloody 
lucky that you have something to 
hold onto, don't stamp on the 
fingers of those clinging onto the 
rungs belbw you. 

I have seen in the Daily of re- 
cent weeks more vicious and vio- 
lent castigations of fellow men 
expressed fn the names of God 
and Christ than I ever imagined 
possible. How on earth can peo- 
ple construe a message, itself the 
epitome of forgiveness and love, 
so incorrectly? Of course, Kings- 
bury is as guilty of this as any 
of the correspondents, but at least 
he ddesn't profess ' to bo a 
ChristinnJ My knowledge of 
scriptures is nil, but it seems to 
me that, way back in Fifth Grade, 
I remember getting the follow- 
ing drummed into my head along 
with decimal fractions: 

"Judge not that ye be not judg- 
ed, for with what judgement ye 
judge, etc. ad infinitum!"

OXFORD NEWSLETTER <♦ 



The highlight of the six week 
Christmas vacation, for many of 
us, was a fortnight of skiing in 
the Alps. Sestriere, in the Ita 
lian Alps, was virtually taken 
over by about 500 Oxford and 
Cambridge students. Other trips 
were organized to a variety of 
places in Austria and Switzer 
land. 

Nor wore all the skiers expa- 
triate Canadians, or other natives 
of skiing country. Most were 
from Britain — either going to 
lenrn to ski for the first time, or 
armed with the experience of one 
or more similar trips, in past 
years. Those who went to Aus 
tria or> Switzerland early in the 
season ' (before December 31) 
found a shortage of snow. In 
most places there was enough to 
ski on, but conditions were far 
from perfect. In Kitzbuhel, for 
instance, only a handful' of tho 
200 runs had been opened by 
Christmas. 

Hockey Trips 

While wo were in Kitzbuhel, 
the Oxford Ice Hockey team came 
and played the local team, losing 
by one goal on n rink which grew 
progressively slushier as the game 
went on. Most of the players nre 
Canadians, and the President of- 
the OUIHA (Oxford University 
lee Hockey Association) is -Denis 
Smith; who graduated from Mc- 
Gill in 1953. 

Each Chh-stmas an Oxford hoc- 
key team tours the continent, 
playing local teams all over West- 
ern Europe. There is no Uni- 
versity Athletics Department at 
Oxford, and all Oxford teams 
have -to be self supporting. Norm- 
ally, however, the costs of this 
trip are covered by Oxford's 
share of the gate receipts. 
Not Pure Vacation 

But wherever Oxford undergra- 
duates may go, and whatever else 



,they may do, they are expected 
to bring along their books and get 
dawn to some serious work. In 
the summer 'long vacation' part- 
icularly, tho student is expected to 
do tho detailed reading for his 
course. . This is why it has never 
been tho custom for British stud- 
ents to take summer jobs. 
. Before leaving nt the end of 
term, ( each student goe3 to hear 
tho tutor comment on his progress 
before the head of his College 
(whose exact title will, vary with 
the College - e.g. President of 
Magdalen, Dean of Christ Church, 
Master of Balliol, Provost of Oriel, 
etc.). Before the next term be- , 
gins, all undergraduates come 
back to College to write a three'* 
hour 'collection pnper' in each of 
their subjects. These are unof- 
ficial exams, set and marked by 
your tutor, which count nothing «• 
towards a degree. 

A New Term 
Almost from the moment' you 
put away your pen in the exam 
room, the business of starting a 
new term gets underwny. You 
must see your tutors and «ar- 
range a time for the weekly meet- ^ 
ing. At the snme time the tutor 
will probably give you tho new v 
lecture list and nn assignment for ; 
your first meeting. The lectures 
change every term rather than 
every year, as do a great many 
things at Oxford. Each term 
there are not only new lectures, 
but a new President and Execut- 
ive of the Oxford Union Society, 
(and of most other clubs) as well 
as new Editors for the various 
student publications. \^ 

By the same token, membership 
in any club or society is taken 
for only a term at à time. At the 
beginning of each term your 
rooms are likely to be crowded 
(Continued on Pago 4).

She deplored 
the now degenerate state of New 
England and the U.S., adding 
"Better Death than Dishonour." 

Corruption 
Mr. Winter, speaking for the 
negative, accused M. Lotz of try- 
ing to corrupt Canadian-Indian 
.relations, since in the last census 



there were 1,073,042 Indians in the 
U.S. This obviously did not include 
■the "descendants of the Pilgrim 
Fathers. 

Quoting extensively from the 
Encyclopedia Britannica and other 
sources, Mr. Winter proved that 
Plymouth Rock did not land on 
the Pilgrim FatherB, and secondly, 
that is could not have done so, 
since it had not been named until 
after they landed. To discuss 
whether it should have done so, 
was irrelevant, ho said, and con- 
trary to facts.

Each College has 
a Junior Common Room (a Col- 
lege Students' Society) and a 
CJR Committee and JCR Fee, so 
that College clubs are subsidized 
in tho same way that most organ- 
izations are at McGlll. Universi- 
ty societies, however, must bo self- 
supporting, and there is none in 
which membership is either free 
or automatic.
